ADVERTISEMENT. 


Fur deſign of the Editor in this undertaking, is not only to ſilence the 
many ludicrous reflections, that are perpetually caſt upon our pſalmody, but to fulfil the 
wiſhes of many able writers, who, though they have publiſhed treatiſes in defence of 
the Church of England, have at the ſame time recommended an amendment in this 
part of the ſervice. If the pſalms had never undergone any material alteration, it 
might perhaps have been thought dangerous to bring forward any thing, that ſhould 
have the appearance of innovation. But alterations, both partial and general, have 
already been allowed without ill conſequence ; and as moſt of the Rulers of our Church 
have ſeen and declared the neceſſity of ſome further amendment, and have been defir- 
ous to encourage ſuch a plan, the period, perhaps, may not be far diſtant, when it 


{hall be deemed worthy of conſideration, in what manner it ought to be effected. In 
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proof of his poſition, that the adoption of Mr. MERRICK's verſion is deſirable, it will 


ſuffice for the Editor to produce the ſentiments of thoſe right reverend Prelates, who 


have exprefſed their admiration of the original work, and of others, who have fince 
honoured him with their obſervations on his alteration of that valuable performance. 
The late Archbiſhop SECKER, who 1s ſtyled by Mr. MERRICK, vir ſumma eru- 


ditione, ſummo loco,* and who ſupplied him with anonymous notes on the Hebrew 


text, would have rejoiced to embrace an opportunity of patronizing a verſion of the 


pſalms, more agreeable to the improved taſte of his time. That this is no unreaſon- 
able conjecture, we may judge from a paſſage in his Grace's diſcourſe, which is part of 
an explanation and defence of the church liturgy. Theſe are his words, « It is very 
« true, the verſe tranſlation generally uſed is void of ornament, and hath expreſſions 
often low and flat, and ſometimes obſolete : I wiſh a BETTER ſubſtituted in its

The very high regard, with which Dr. LowTH, late Biſhop of London, always 
honoured Mr. MERRICK, by correſponding with him on his tranſlation of the pſalms, 
and furniſhing him with his own remarks to forward its ſucceſs, muſt be conſidered as 
an infallible argument of the ſentiments, which his Lordſhip entertained, of the utility 


as well as beauty of that performance ; whence we may form a concluſive opinion of 


: the countenance he would have given to that author, had his work been calculated, in 


its original form, for the ſervice of the church. 

Dr. HORNE, the late Biſhop of Norwich, was equally a wellwiſher to and admirer 
of this verſion. He not only ſpoke of it in terms of high approbation ; but, in his 
own evangelical commentary upon the pſalms, has pointed out many of thoſe excel- 


lencies, which diſplay the brilliancy of Mr. MERRICK's genius. In ſhort, whoever 


conſults the writings of that moſt pious Prelate, will be convinced that his Lordſhip 


was charmed and delighted to praiſe and commend a perſon ſo amiable in character, 
ſo reſpectable in abilities. A ſtronger proof of his deſire, that this verſion ſhould be

adopted, cannot be given, than that, when he became preſident of Magdalen College, 
the late eminent compoſer, Dr. HAYEs, who had ſet a few of the pſalms, which the 
author himſelf had completed in ſtanzas, at his requeſt increaſed the number: they 
were introduced into Magdalen as well as other chapels, and the Univerſity Church of 
St. Mary's, in Oxford; in which places they ſtill continue to be performed. The 
Editor is happy alſo to mention his Lordſhip's ſentiments on his alteration of Mr. 
MERRICK's verſion, and the muſic compoſed, and ſelected for thoſe ſeveral portions, 
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as they are expreſſed in various letters written on theſe ſubjects. After thanking tzge 
Editor for the complimentary preſent of each work, the Biſhop obſerved, That he 
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* accounted the diviſion of Mr. MERRICk 's pſalms into ſtanzas a great advantage; 
* as it fitted them at once for regular muſic.” He mentioned, alſo, having had ſeveral 
of the tunes tried in his own houſe; and concluded by expreſſing the approbation of 
the hearers, and by wiſhing to the work the ſucceſs, which, as he was pleaſed to ſay,

The late Dr. THOMAS, Biſhop of Rocheſter, was equally gratified with the new 


form given to this verſion, and recommended it to be ſung with the ſelected tunes by 
the Choir of his Church at Bromley. His Lordſhip, in anſwer to the firſt letter of the 
Editor, returned his thanks for (what he condeſcended to ſtyle) a well turned applica- 


tion of Mr. MERRICK'S pſalms, to the much wanted improvement of church muſic ; | 
or rather, to the more ſenſible and edifying uſe of it in parochial churches. In a ſubſe- 
quent letter, he writes in theſe terms : * You have ſince favoured me with a book of 
« the muſic itſelf, which I ſhall endeavour at leaſt to recommend to the attention of a 
< tolerable ſet of pſalmodiſts, with two or three inſtruments, i in the church at Bromley ; 
„ and with that view ſhall accommodate them with your note book, of which ſome of 
them are pretty competent judges. Of their progreſs I ſhall hope to give you ſome 
account in due time.” In a letter, written during his laſt tedious and painful illneſs, 
his Lordſhip concludes thus: *I thank you for your obliging favour with the incloſures;

The late Dr. WILSON, Biſhop of Briſſol, may = ranked among Mr. MERRICK's 


c alterations of Mr. MERRICK'S verſion met his entire approbation ; but that he was not 
| 6 qualified to form a judgment of the muſical collection, for (through ſome neglect) he 
| had not received it.” His Lordſhip, however, condeſcended to adviſe very properly, 
| that their introduction into parochial congregations ſhould be attempted with caution, 
eſpecially in the muſical part; becauſe an attachment to old pſalmody is not to be con- 
[ quered too ſuddenly ; that the words, ſet to ſome of the beſt known tunes, might faci- 
q | litate 


advocates. In his anſwer to the firſt addreſs of the Editor, he acknowledged the ſatis» _ ; 
$ faction he felt in being applied to on this ſubject; as no man would, he ſaid, rejoice 6 
| | more ſincerely than himſelf, in ſeeing a good verſion of the pſalms perfected for the 
| | uſe of a parochial congregation. In his reply to a ſecond letter, he ſays, “ That the |

litate the introduction, eſpecially if not given out too frequently; and that the new 
verſion and new muſic, by their ſuperiour excellence, might gain upon the ear and 
underſtanding imperceptibly : but the temper of the congregation muſt be courted. 
As a warm friend to religious plalmody, his Lordſhip moſt ſincerely wiſhed ſucceſs to 
the undertaking. 

Upon the firſt undertaking of this work, the late Dr. HALIFAX, when Biſhop of 
Gloucefler, was conſulted, and heartily approved both of the deſign and execution, 
ſtrongly adviſing a publication by ſubſcription ; at the fame time promiſing to promote 
its ſucceſs to the utmoſt of his power. This friendly advice of his Dioceſan, the Editor 
then declined, having entered upon the taſk without the ſmalleft view to intereſt ; but, 


being at length convinced, that the work will, by this mode, become more generally 


known, and more widely circulated, he has aſſented to the perſuaſions of thoſe reſpect- 


able and judicious friends, by whom it has been always recommended. 


In addition to the above honourable teſtimonies, the Editor has been encouraged by 
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very flattering encomiums of the greateſt part of the right reverend Prelates now living 


(particularly Dr. BEADON, his preſent worthy Dioceſan), for which he here repeats 


his ſincereſt acknowledgments ; earneſtly hoping for their future ſanction to the work, 


as far as it may appear to deſerve their recommendation. His time, his care, and 
application, have been devoted to what he conceives to be a public benefit, without a 
wiſh for any kind of perſonal emolument. The moſt grateful recompence he can expe- 
rience, will be to find, by the approbation of the CHURCH at large, that his labour i in its 


ſervice has not been vain. 


Should the Editor be encouraged to proceed in his efforts, till the whole ſhall be

A of men the moſt eminent in the profeſſion of muſic. To whom then could I look up with greater pro- 
priety for aid in this undertaking, than to yourſelves, whoſe conſpicuous talents muſt exceedingly enhanee 
the value of any work, wherein you may be engaged? The praiſe and credit of the beſt compoſitions in this 


volume will be juſtly due to yourſelves ; the only merit I claim, conſiſts in having been the inſtrument, by

dividing ſo excellent a tranſlation into ſtanzas, of exciting you to employ your acknowledged abilities for its 
perfection; and when I reflect upon your generous and voluntary efforts towards the accompliſhment of my 
wiſhes for effecting an improvement in our pſalmody, I cannot offer this production to the world, without 
avowing my obligations for ſo particular a favour. Indeed I ſhould be extremely concerned to appear back- 
ward in rendering ſuitable acknowledgments for your kindneſs ; but I am ſenſible that it is out of my power 
to make ſufficient amends for your ſervices, I have diſcovered too great a liberality of ſentiment to imagine, 
that any of you will be biaſſed by the proſpect of pecuniary reward. Such offers I know you would reject 
with diſdain, and the only recompence you ſeem to covet, is that of public approbation. 


On your exertions, in a conſiderable degree, will depend the favourable reception of theſe pſalms, which, 


though formed upon the beſt verſion that has hitherto appeared, will ſtand in need of the utmoſt powers of 


harmony to recommend them ; and I am happy in having an opportunity to inform the friends of our church, 
that you continue your aſſurances of exerting yourſelves to forward my deſign. 

The death of my excellent and uſeful friend Dr. COOKE, is to me a matter of the moſt ſerious concern. 
I had the greateſt expectations from the aſſiſtance of that very able profeſſor, upon whoſe merits it is unne- 


ceſſary for me to paſs any encomium. In order to make a beginning, he had undertaken to ſet the firſt 


twenty-five pſalms, and completed the whole of his engagement before his death; but as I imagined that 


there 
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there might be a ſameneſs in the continuance of one perſon's productions, I requeſted his permiſſion to referees 
ſome of his compoſitions for other parts of the work, that I might have an opportunity of making as great 
a variety as poſſible, by the application of ſeveral of his tunes to portions, which had been ſet by other vo- 
lunteers in this buſineſs, who likewiſe allowed me to uſe my own diſcretion, in adapting their muſic to ſome 
of the pſalms, which had been ſet by him. I had received about thirty tunes from him, and if he had lived, 
was to have been ſupplied with conſiderable additions, which would have rendered my work ſtill more complete. 


But J have the pleaſure and ſatisfaction to hope that its progreſs will yet be forwarded by means of his fon, 


Mr. ROBERT COOKE, whoſe character already begins to be very conſpicuous among the moſt eminent of his 


contemporaries: I am therefore perſuaded that this acquiſition will, in good meaſure, make amends for the 
diſappointment I have ſuſtained by the deceaſe of his worthy father. 

Dr. HAYDN (who may be looked upon as naturalized in this country, from having taken his degree 
at one of our Univerſities, and who perhaps may be juſtly eſteemed the moſt celebrated compoſer of 
the preſent day); Dr. ARNOLD, Mr. JOHN STAFFORD SMITH, and Mr. ATTERBURY, having 
allowed me the honour of reckoning them in the number of my reſpectable coadjutors, they will, I truſt, 
excuſe my mentioning thus publicly the offer they have now made me of their ſervices, and permit me to 
allure them, that I am happy to obtain their conſent to add their names to my liſt ; and, I am convinced, 


that 
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that you will not eſteem it the leaſt diſparagement to yourſelves, to find me acknowledging this as a par- 
ticular favour. 


Mr. WORGAN, and Mr. BRODERIP of Briſtol, have kindly countenanced the undertaking, and have 


a claim to my notice and regard for their attention. The compoſitions, which they have ſent me, are ſtrong 


proofs of their {kill in the ſcience of muſic ; and while IJ have the good fortune to be thus ſeconded by 


perſons of ſuch promiſing abilities, I ſhall be led to hope, that no trifling obſtacle will retard the ſucceſs of 
my undertaking. 

To you, Gentlemen, I confeſs myſelf principally indebted, not only for having proved your readineſs, by a 
very liberal ſupply of excellent muſic, to ſupport me in the firſt formation of a plan, which I have greatly 
at heart ( believing that I am engaged in a cauſe, which deſerves the utmoſt pains I can poſſibly beſtow ), 
but alſo for many judicious obſervations reſpecting pſalmody in general. 

The performance of the pſalmody in London is open to many objections. Whatever be the ſubject of the 
plalm, the tunes that are choſen, are very ſolemn, and, in moſt of the pariſh churches they are rendered ſtill 


more ſolemn, by the flow manner, in which they are uſually played. The clerk and the charity children are 


almoſt the only performers, and although a perſon is employed to inſtruct the young people, nevertheleſs there 


ſeems to be no management in the regulation of their voices. Each child ſeems to think it neceſſary to be 


heard, 


(„ 


heard, in conſequence of which, inſtead of that eaſy and pleaſing manner, in which this part of the ſervice 


is performed at the Magdalen, the Aſylum, and other places, where it is thought requiſite to pay due at- 


tention to the ſinging, the children moſt commonly riſe beyond the natural pitch of their voices, and it 
becomes rather a general uniſonous ſcream, than either concord, or harmony. Thoſe who have the beſt voices 
ſhould moſt certainly be choſen, for this reaſon, becauſe they are moſt likely to be kept within the proper 
compals. 

In country pariſhes, the pſalms are choſen, that conſiſt of four parts, and it is thought by the people, 
who form themſelves into a choir, that their performance will be very defective, if they do not contrive to 
fill them all. There are men, who travel, and ſtyle themſelves profeſſors of, and inſtructors in pſalmody ; they 
are furniſhed with books of their own ſelections, which are ſeldom correct, and theſe are diſpoſed of in every 
place where they go. While ſuch meaſures are countenanced, it is impoſſible to expect, that their diſciples 
ſhould ever arrive at any degree of perfection. The harmony is generally very indifferent; but if it were 
faultleſs, the counter tenors are for the moſt part poorly managed. On this account I have been very 
anxious to reſtrain the tunes to two trebles and a baſs, that ſingers of this claſs may not be induced to 


attempt things beyond their ability, 


It may be thought, that this work contains too many tunes to be really uſeful ; but, I muſt own, that I am 
moſt

moſt decidedly of a different opinion. Every pariſh ſhould be allowed the privilege of chooſing for itſelf ; 


and no part of the pſalms ſhould, if poſſible, be omitted: for, the oftener theſe divine poems are conſulted, 
the more the ſentiments of the inſpired author will be admired. The verſes ſhould follow each other in regular 
ſucceſſion ; and nothing but abſolute neceſſity can be an excuſe for breaking in upon the context. We are 
all perfectly agreed that plainneſs and ſimplicity are the grand criterion, that ought to guide us. In ſeveral 
inſtances, however, it may be found right to deviate, in ſome degree, from this rule, but theſe ſhould be 
our principal aim; and if all of theſe tunes ſhould not be adopted by church performers, in private they 
may anſwer every uſeful end. Particular care ſhould be taken to have the melodies pleaſing, and the 
harmonies eaſy. Many congregations are delighted with tunes where the parts lead off ſeparately ; and as 
there is no great difficulty in performing them, a few compoſitions of that kind may occaſion an agreeable 
variety. The congregation and children, led and ſupported by good voices, ſhould join in the upper part. 
In the choir the trebles ſhould be divided, half to the firſt, half to the ſecond : men's voices may join 
each part according to their compaſs, and there ſhould be a ſufficient number of baſſes to ſupport them all, 
which parts can be ee by men only. In ſinging different ſtanzas to the ſame tune, a long note may 
occaſionally meet a ſhort ſyllable, or the contrary; but this may be tempered with a little care. f 

It was my firſt object, as 1 declared in another performance, to have publiſhed a ſelection from ancient 


authors ;

authors; however, ſince according to your judgment it is eaſier to provide new tunes, than to adapt thoſe 


of others for this work, I am willing to follow your advice by rejecting many of them; for, it is a fact, 
which cannot have eſcaped general obſervation, that as the poetry, from the obſoleteneſs of the terms and 
phraſes, has not failed to excite ridicule, fo the muſic, from its dulneſs, or the want of melody, has too often 
produced a contrary effect, viz. that of inviting ſleep; and, ſince you do not regard the trouble, I muſt freely 
own that your propoſals meet with my hearty concurrence. The 100th and 104th particularly, I would wiſh to 


reſerve for the words in this verſion. The tunes ſet to Mr. Appison's words of the 23d pſalm, and the 


evening hymn, which are ſung at the Magdalen, I have introduced in my former collection. They have at 


all times been greatly admired ; and I point them out as patterns of the kind of muſic that is beſt ſuited 
to parochial uſe, There are likewiſe many of Dr. CRorT's, RAvENSCROFT'S, and others. which are de- 
ſervedly held in high eſtimation, and certainly ought not to be omitted; I ſhall, therefore, in compliance 
with the wiſhes of ſome reſpectable promoters of this undertaking, inſert many of them as an appendix to 
this work, and adapt them to ſuch words, from the old verſion, as are leaſt likely to give offence on aceount 

of the uncouthneſs of the expreſſions. 
It was rumoured at one time, that the Rulers of our Church had it in contemplation to confine us 
not only to one ſet of words, but alſo to limit the number of tunes, that ſhould be adopted. I feel a 
8 pecu- 
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peculiar pleaſure in obſerving that there ſeems not to have been any ground for the report, as ſuch a ſtep would 


have effectually prevented every effort to improve this part of our ſervice, It is acknowledged, that our 
pſalmody requires amendment. If a diſpoſition is ſhewn to promote ſo deſirable a purpoſe, I am convinced 
it may ſoon be accompliſhed ; for muſic, in the opinion of our beſt judges, was never brought to ſo 
high a ſtate of perfection as it is at preſent; and, I believe, I may, without any groſs flattery, aſſert, 
that this moſt delightful and pleaſing ſcience has received no inconſiderable improvements from the {kill of 
thoſe gentlemen whom I now addreſs, who have ſo kindly aſſiſted me, and ſo aſſiduouſſy promoted my 
undertaking. 

I am confident that you will not be diſpleaſed, if I give you the ſentiments of that truly pious and eminent 
Prelate, Dr. MaTTnutw PaR KER (Archbiſhop of Canterbury), reſpecting the conjunction or fitneſs of pſalms 
and tunes. I acknowledge that I have derived great benefit from knowing them; and think they will be 
profitable to every perſon, who may be diſpoſed to engage in any future endeavour to ſerve the church. His 
plan 1s this : he regulates the pſalms by ATHANAs1Us's table, and divides them into ſad, joyful, and indifferent. 
The former, which are thoſe of penitence, > ſuch as petition againſt calamities, and intercede for mercies, 
require a ſolemn tune. The ſecond ſort, which are thoſe of joy, conſolation, thankſgiving, and the like, ſhould 
have a chearful and lively tune (though void of levity). The latter, which are prophetical, ſuch as teach

and exhort, and of the mixed kind, ſhould have tunes ſuitable to their ſubjects.“ Nevertheleſs (to uſe his 


own words) he is far from meaning by this to preſcribe a rule to prejudice any man's ſpirit, or ear; for, 


* THOMAS RAVENSCROFT, Bachelor of Muſic, in the beginning of the 16th century publiſhed the whole book of pſalms, in four parts, 
by ſundry authors; and, it is generally believed, that he was aſſiſted by the moſt ſkilful compoſers of that age. In his addreſs to his harmonical 
brethren, he adviſes the ſingers to obſerve three rules :—1ſt, That pſalms of tribulation be ſung with a low voice, and long meaſure ; 2d, That pſalms 
of thankſgiving be ſung with a voice indifferent, neither too loud nor too ſoft, and with a meaſure neither too ſwift nor too ſlow; 3d, That 
pſalms of rejoicing be ſung with a loud voice, a ſwift and jocund meaſure : in all which, the obſerving time, tune, and ear, will produce a 
perfect harmony. | | 

Jonx PLAYFoRD, who has been conſidered as the reviver of pſalmody towards the end of the laſt century, likewiſe publiſhed the whole book 


of pſalms; and obſerves, that in our late forefathers days, upon the reſtoration of our church to its primitive purity and diſcipline, ſome holy and 


godly men brought the preſent uſe and manner of ſinging pſalms into the public ſervice of our church, following herein the examples of the reformed 


churches of France and Germany, But time and long uſe had much abated the wonted reverence and eſtimation it had for above one hundred years 
after this eſtabliſhment, He made it his endeavour fo to perfect and finiſh the work, that it might be uſeful to the end it was defigned, the glory of 
God, and ſervice of the Church.

congregation will of courſe pay more attention, whenever they hear them, and thoſe, who can ſing, will very 
eaſily be brought to learn them. 

The firſt five and twenty pſalms are now before the public, and from the ſtore, with which you have already 
furniſhed me, and the promiſes you have given me, I may venture to ſay, that the reſt will follow at your 
convenience, in ſuch a manner, as till to embelliſh and adorn a work, that is univerſally allowed to poſſeſs 
ſo much intrinſic merit. Of Mr. MR RRICk 's moſt valuable production, and of the aſſiſtance, Gentlemen, that 
you have contributed towards its making an appearance ſuitable to the reputation, which it has acquired
